REMARKS 



Claims 4 5 through 66 are pending in the application. The 
Office Action has stated that a restriction to the following 
inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. §121:

I. Claims 45-48 drawn to a process of extruding a 
tampon applicator; and 

II. Claims 49-66 drawn to a polymeric composition.
